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LEGISLATION. 


Revised  Laws,  Chapter  32. 
Firemen's  Relief  Fund. 

Section  71.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  annually, 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  state  firemen's  asso- 
ciation out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance 
companies  doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be 
known  as  the  firemen's  relief  fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved  by  the 
treasurer  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 

Section  73.  Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen, 
whether  members  of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning 
from  the  same,  or  while  engaged  in  company  drills,  when  such  drills 
are  ordered  by  the  chief,  acting  chief  or  board  of  engineers  of  the 
fire  department,  or  required  by  city  or  town  ordinance  or  by  law, 
and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in 
the  performance  of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount 
determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  members 
of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July  of 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three  years, 
one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year;  and  one  shall  be  appointed 
in  July  of  each  year  thereafter  to  serve  for  the  full  term  of  three 
years,  and  two  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association  in  such  manner 
as  it  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Section  74.  Officers  and  members  in  active  service  in  all  in- 
corporated protective  departments  co-operating  with  fire  depart- 
ments, and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a 
town  having  no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  thereof. 

Section  75.  The  unexpended  balance  of  said  fund  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  shall  be  returned  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year,  with  a  detailed  re- 
port, under  oath,  of  the  expenditure  of  such  fund. 

Section  76.  Five  hundred  dollars  may  be  allowed  from  said 
fund  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  said  board,  but  no  part  thereof 
shall  be  expended  for  any  other  expenses  or  for  salaries. 
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Section  77.  If  a  fireman  in  a  regularly  organized  fire  depart- 
ment of  a  city  or  town,  or  any  officer  or  member  in  active  service 
of  any  incorporated  protective  department  acting  in  concert  with 
fire  departments,  or  a  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request  or  by 
the  order  of  the  authorities  of  a  town  which  has  no  organized  fire 
department,  or  a  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  such 
toAvn,  is  killed,  or  dies  within  sixty  days  from  injuries  received, 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  his  death  is  certified 
by  the  city  or  town  clerk  and  the  attending  physician  or  medical 
examiner  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  he  shall  pay  to  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  such  fireman,  out  of  the  money  re- 
ceived from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  commonwealth,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  use 
equally  of  his  widow  and  minor  children;  or  if  there  are  minor 
children  but  no  widow,  to  their  use;  or  if  there  is  no  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  widow;  and  if  there  is  no  widow  or  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  next  of  kin  if  dependent  on  such  deceased  fire- 
man for  support.  A  child  of  full  age  dependent  upon  such  fire- 
man for  support  shall  be  regarded  as  a  minor  child. 


Acts  of  1902,  Chapter  108. 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  by  the  state  to  the 
massachusetts  state  firemen's  association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-one  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "  ten  ", 
in  the  first  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  twelve, 
—  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  71.  The  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars  shall  annually,  before  the  first  day  of  July,  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  out  of  the  money  re- 
ceived from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be  known  as  the  Firemen's  Relief 
Fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  2.  Section  seventy-two  of  said  chapter  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "ten",  in  the  second  line,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  twelve,  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows :  —  Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give 
a  bond  in  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved 
by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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Acts  of  1902,  Chapter  203. 

An  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  Massachusetts  state 
firemen's  association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated, to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth 
from  the  ordinary  revenue,  for  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association,  as  provided  for  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  19,  1902. 


Acts  of  1903,  Chapter  253. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  appointment  of  the  commissioners  of 
the   firemen's   relief  fund. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty- two  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  78. 
Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen,  whether  members 
of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in  the  performance 
of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same, 
and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in 
the  performance  of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount 
determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  mem- 
bers of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July 
of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three 
years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year;  and  one  shall  be 
appointed  in  July  of  each  year  thereafter  to  serve  for  the  full  term 
of  three  years,  and  two  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association  in 
such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  April  17,  1903. 


Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  171. 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  to  the  Massachusetts 
state   firemen's   association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloivs: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  paid  annually,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  July,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association  the  sura  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  used  by  the 
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association  for  the  relief  of  firemen  who  may  be  injured  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duty  at  fires  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from 
fires,  and  for  the  relief  of  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  to 
be  determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  three  of  whom,  not 
members  of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
and  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association. 

Section  2.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  with  sureties 
approved  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  3.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  two  and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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LEGISLATION. 


Revised  Laws,  Chapter  32. 
Firemen's  Relief  Fund. 

Section  71.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  annually, 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  state  firemen's  asso- 
ciation out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance 
companies  doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be 
known  as  the  firemen's  relief  fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved  by  the 
treasurer  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 

Section  73.  Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen, 
whether  members  of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning 
from  the  same,  or  while  engaged  in  company  drills,  when  such  drills 
are  ordered  by  the  chief,  •acting  chief  or  board  of  engineers  of  the 
fire  department,  or  required  by  city  or  town  ordinance  or  by  law, 
and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in 
the  performance  of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount 
determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  members 
of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July  of 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three  years, 
one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year;  and  one  shall  be  appointed 
in  July  of  each  year  thereafter  to  serve  for  the  full  term  of  three 
years,  and  two  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association  in  such  manner 
as  it  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Section  74.  Officers  and  members  in  active  service  in  all  in- 
corporated protective  departments  co-operating  with  fire  depart- 
ments, and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a 
town  having  no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  thereof. 

Section  75.  The  unexpended  balance  of  said  fund  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  shall  be  returned  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year,  with  a  detailed  re- 
port, under  oath,  of  the  expenditure  of  such  fund. 

Section  76.  Five  hundred  dollars  may  be  allowed  from  said 
fund  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  said  board,  but  no  part  thereof 
shall  be  expended  for  any  other  expenses  or  for  salaries. 
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Section  77.  If  a  fireman  in  a  regularly  organized  fire  depart- 
ment of  a  city  or  town,  or  any  officer  or  member  in  active  service 
of  any  incorporated  protective  department  acting  in  concert  with 
fire  departments,  or  a  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request  or  by 
the  order  of  the  authorities  of  a  town  which  has  no  organized  fire 
department,  or  a  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  such 
town,  is  killed,  or  dies  within  sixty  days  from  injuries  received, 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  his  death  is  certified 
by  the  city  or  town  clerk  and  the  attending  physician  or  medical 
examiner  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  he  shall  pay  to  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  such  fireman,  out  of  the  money  re- 
ceived from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  commonwealth,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  use 
equally  of  his  widow  and  minor  children;  or  if  there  are  minor 
children  but  no  widow,  to  their  use;  or  if  there  is  no  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  widow;  and  if  there  is  no  widow  or  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  next  of  kin  if  dependent  on  such  deceased  fire- 
man for  support.  A  child  of  full  age  dependent  upon  such  fire- 
man for  support  shall  be  regarded  as  a  minor  child. 


Acts  of  1902,  Chapter  108. 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  by  the  state  to  the 
massachusetts  state  firemen's  association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloivs: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-one  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the

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Acts  of  1902,  Chapter  203. 

An  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  Massachusetts  state 
firemen's  association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated, to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth 
from  the  ordinary  revenue,  for  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association,  as  provided  for  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  19,  1902. 


Acts  of  1903,  Chapter  253. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  appointment  op  the  commissioners  of 
the   firemen's   relief   fund. 

Be  it  enacted,,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  73. 
Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen,  whether  members 
of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in  the  performance 
of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same, 
and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in 
the  performance  of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount 
determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  mem- 
bers of  said  'association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July 
of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three 
years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year;  and  one  shall  be 
appointed  in  July  of  each  year  thereafter  to  serve  for  the  full  term 
of  three  years,  and  two  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association  in 
such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  April  17,  1903. 
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Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  171. 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  to  the  Massachusetts 
state   firemen's   association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  paid  annually,  on  or  before  the  first 
clay  of  July,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  used  by  the 
association  for  the  relief  of  firemen  who  may  be  injured  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duty  at  fires  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from 
fires,  and  for  the  relief  of  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  to 
be  determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  three  of  whom,  not 
members  of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
and  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association. 

Section  2.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  with  sureties 
approved  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  3.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  two  and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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LEGISLATION. 


Revised  Laws,  Chapter  32. 
Firemen's  Relief  Fund. 

Section  71.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  annually, 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  state  firemen's  asso- 
ciation out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance 
companies  doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be 
known  as  the  firemen's  relief  fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved  by  the 
treasurer  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 

Section  73.  Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen, 
whether  members  of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning 
from  the  same,  or  while  engaged  in  company  drills,  when  such  drills 
are  ordered  by  the  chief,  acting  chief  or  board  of  engineers  of  the 
fire  department,  or  required  by  city  or  town  ordinance  or  by  law, 
and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in 
the  performance  of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount 
determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  members 
of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July  of 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three  years, 
one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year;  and  one  shall  be  appointed 
in  July  of  each  year  thereafter  to  serve  for  the  full  term  of  three 
years,  and  two  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association  in  such  manner 
as  it  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Section  74.  Officers  and  members  in  active  service  in  all  in- 
corporated protective  departments  co-operating  with  fire  depart- 
ments, and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a 
town  having  no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  thereof. 

Section  75.  The  unexpended  balance  of  said  fund  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  shall  be  returned  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year,  with  a  detailed  re- 
port, under  oath,  of  the  expenditure  of  such  fund. 

Section  76.  Five  hundred  dollars  may  be  allowed  from  said 
fund  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  said  board,  but  no  part  thereof 
shall  be  expended  for  any  other  expenses  or  for  salaries. 
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Section  77.  If  a  fireman  in  a  regularly  organized  fire  depart- 
ment of  a  city  or  town,  or  any  officer  or  member  in  active  service 
of  any  incorporated  protective  department  acting  in  concert  with 
fire  departments,  or  a  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request  or  by 
the  order  of  the  authorities  of  a  town  which  has  no  organized  fire 
department,  or  a  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  such 
town,  is  killed,  or  dies  within  sixty  days  from  injuries  received, 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  his  death  is  certified 
by  the  city  or  town  clerk  and  the  attending  physician  or  medical 
examiner  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  he  shall  pay  to  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  such  fireman,  out  of  the  money  re- 
ceived from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  commonwealth,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  use 
equally  of  his  widow  and  minor  children;  or  if  there  are  minor 
children  but  no  widow,  to  their  use;  or  if  there  is  no  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  widow;  and  if  there  is  no  widow  or  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  next  of  kin  if  dependent  on  such  deceased  fire- 
man for  support.  A  child  of  full  age  dependent  upon  such  fire- 
man for  support  shall  be  regarded  as  a  minor  child. 


Acts  of  1902,  Chapter  108. 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  by  the  state  to  the 
massachusetts  state  firemen's  association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-one  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "  ten  ", 
in  the  first  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  twelve, 
—  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  71.  The  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars  shall  annually,  before  the  first  day  of  July,  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  out  of  the  money  re- 
ceived from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be  known  as  the  Firemen's  Relief 
Fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  2.  Section  seventy-two  of  said  chapter  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  Avord  "  ten  ",  in  the  second  line,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  twelve,  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows :  —  Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give 
a  bond  in  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved 
by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  February  25,  1902. 
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Acts  of  1902,  Chapter  203. 

An  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  Massachusetts  state 
firemen's  association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated, to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth 
from  the  ordinary  revenue,  for  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association,  as  provided  for  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  19,  1902. 


Acts  of  1903,  Chapter  253. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  appointment  of  the  commissioners  of 

the   firemen's   relief  fund. 

Be  it  enacted.,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  73. 
Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen,  whether  members 
of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in  the  performance 
of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same, 
and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in 
the  performance  of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount 
determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  mem- 
bers of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July 
of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three 
years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year;  and  one  shall  be 
appointed  in  July  of  each  year  thereafter  to  serve  for  the  full  term 
of  three  years,  and  two  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association  in 
such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  April  17,  1903. 


Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  171. 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  to  the  Massachusetts 
state  firemen's  association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloivs: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  paid  annually,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  July,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  used  by  the 
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association  for  the  relief  of  firemen  who  may  be  injured  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duty  at  fires  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from 
fires,  and  for  the  relief  of  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  to 
be  determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  three  of  whom,  not 
members  of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
and  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association. 

Section  2.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  with  sureties 
approved  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  3.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  two  and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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LEGISLATION. 


Revised  Laws,  Chapter  32. 
Fikemen's  Relief  Fund. 

Section  71.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  annually, 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  state  firemen's  asso- 
ciation out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  com- 
panies doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be  known 
as  the  firemen's  relief  fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond  in 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved  by  the  treasurer 
and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties. 

Section  73.  Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen, 
whether  members  of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in 
the  performance  of  their  dutjr  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from 
the  same,  or  while  engaged  in  company  drills,  when  such  drills  are 
ordered  by  the  chief,  acting  chief  or  board  of  engineers  of  the  fire 
department,  or  required  by  city  or  town  ordinance  or  by  law,  and  for 
the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in  the  perform- 
ance of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  determined  by 
a  board  of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  members  of  said  association, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for 
one  year;  and  one  shall  be  appointed  in  July  of  each  year  thereafter 
to  serve  for  the  full  term  of  three  years,  and  two  shall  be  appointed 
by  said  association  in  such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to  time 
determine. 

Section  74.  Officers  and  members  in  active  service  in  all  incor- 
porated protective  departments  co-operating  with  fire  departments, 
and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a  town  having 
no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  thereof. 

Section  75.  The  unexpended  balance  of  said  fund  for  the  preceding 
year  shall  be  returned  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year,  with  a  detailed  report,  under  oath, 
of  the  expenditure  of  such  fund. 

Section  76.  Five  hundred  dollars  may  be  allowed  from  said  fund 
for  the  incidental  expenses  of  said  board,  but  no  part  thereof  shall  be 
expended  for  any  other  expenses  or  for  salaries. 
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Section  77.  If  a  fireman  in  a  regularly  organized  fire  department 
of  a  city  or  town,  or  any  officer  or  member  in  active  service  of  any 
incorporated  protective  department  acting  in  concert  with  fire  depart- 
ments, or  a  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request  or  by  the  order  of 
the  authorities  of  a  town  which  has  no  organized  fire  department,  or 
a  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  such  town,  is  killed,  or 
dies  within  sixty  days  from  injuries  received,  while  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties,  and  his  death  is  certified  by  the  city  or  town  clerk  and  the 
attending  physician  or  medical  examiner  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general,  he  shall  pay  to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  such  fireman, 
out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing 
business  in  this  commonwealth,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for 
the  use  equally  of  his  widow  and  minor  children;  or  if  there  are  minor 
children  but  no  widow,  to  their  use;  or  if  there  is  no  minor  child,  to  the 
use  of  the  widow;  and  if  there  is  no  widow  or  minor  child,  to  the  use 
of  the  next  of  kin  if  dependent  on  such  deceased  fireman  for  support. 
A  child  of  full  age  dependent  upon  such  fireman  for  support  shall  be 
regarded  as  a  minor  child. 


Acts  op  1902,  Chapter  108. 

An  Act  to  inceease  the  annual  payment  by  the  state  to  the 
massachusetts  state  firemen's  association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows:

known  as  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  2.  Section  seventy-two  of  said  chapter  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "ten",  in  the  second  fine,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word:  —  twelve,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  — 
Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond  in  the 
sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved  by  the  treas- 
urer and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties. 

Section  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Acts  of  1902,  Chapter  203. 

An  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  Massachusetts  state 
firemen's  association.

An  Act  relative  to  the  appointment  of  the  commissioners  of 
the  firemen's  relief  fund. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  73. 
Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen,  whether  members  of 
said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in  the  performance  of  their 
duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same,  and  for  the 
relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in  the  performance 
of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  determined  by  a  board 
of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  members  of  said  association,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for 
one  year;  and  one  shall  be  appointed  in  July  of  each  year  thereafter 
to  serve  for  the  full  term  of  three  years,  and  two  shall  be  appointed  by 
said  association  in  such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  April  17,  1903. 


Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  171. 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  to  the  Massachusetts 
state  firemen's  association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  paid  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  July,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Associa- 
tion the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  used  by  the  association 
for  the  relief  of  firemen  who  may  be  injured  in  the  performance  of  their 
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duty  at  fires  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from  fires,  and  for  the  relief 
of  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in  the  performance  of  their 
duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  a  board 
of  five  persons,  three  of  whom,  not  members  of  said  association,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  governor,  and  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed 
by  said  association. 

Section  2.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shaU  give  a  bond  in 
the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  with  sureties  ap- 
proved by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 

Section  3.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  two  and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Officers  and  members  in  active  service  in  all  incor- 
porated protective  departments  co-operating  with  fire  departments, 
and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a  town  having 
no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  thereof. 

Section  75.  The  unexpended  balance  of  said  fund  for  the  preceding 
year  shall  be  returned  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year,  with  a  detailed  report,  under  oath, 
of  the  expenditure  of  such  fund. 

Section  76.  Five  hundred  dollars  may  be  aUowed  from  said  fund 
for  the  incidental  expenses  of  said  board,  but  no  part  thereof  shall  be 
expended  for  any  other  expenses  or  for  salaries. 
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Section  77.  If  a  fireman  in  a  regularly  organized  fire  department 
of  a  city  or  town,  or  any  officer  or  member  in  active  service  of  any 
incorporated  protective  department  acting  in  concert  with  fire  depart- 
ments, or  a  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request  or  by  the  order  of 
the  authorities  of  a  town  which  has  no  organized  fire  department,  or 
a  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  such  town,  is  killed,  or 
dies  within  sixty  days  from  injuries  received,  while  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties,  and  his  death  is  certified  by  the  city  or  town  clerk  and  the 
attending  physician  or  medical  examiner  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general,  he  shall  pay  to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  such  fireman, 
out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing 
business  in  this  commonwealth,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for 
the  use  equally  of  his  widow  and  minor  children;  or  if  there  are  minor 
children  but  no  widow,  to  their  use ;  or  if  there  is  no  minor  child,  to  the 
use  of  the  widow;  and  if  there  is  no  widow  or  minor  child,  to  the  use 
of  the  next  of  kin  if  dependent  on  such  deceased  fireman  for  support. 
A  child  of  full  age  dependent  upon  such  fireman  for  support  shall  be 
regarded  as  a  minor  child. 


Acts  of  1902,  Chapter  108. 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  by  the  state  to  the 
massachusetts  state  firemen's  association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-one  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Revised 
Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "ten,"  in  the  first 
line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  twelve,  —  so  as  to 
read  as  follows :  —  Section  71 .

An  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  Massachusetts  state 
firemen's  association.

Section  1.  Section  seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  73. 
Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen,  whether  members  of 
said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in  the  performance  of  their 
duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same,  and  for  the 
relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in  the  performance 
of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  determined  by  a  board 
of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  members  of  said  association,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for 
one  year;  and  one  shall  be  appointed  in  July  of  each  year  thereafter 
to  serve  for  the  full  term  of  three  years,  and  two  shall  be  appointed  by 
said  association  in  such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  April  17,  1908. 


Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  171. 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  to  the  Massachusetts 
state  firemen's  association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  paid  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  July,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Associa- 
tion the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  used  by  the  association 
for  the  relief  of  firemen  who  may  be  injured  in  the  performance  of  their 
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duty  at  fires  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from  fires,  and  for  the  relief 
of  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in  the  performance  of  their 
duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  a  board 
of  five  persons,  three  of  whom,  not  members  of  said  association,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  governor,  and  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed 
by  said  association. 

Section  2.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond  in 
the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  with  sureties  ap- 
proved by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 

Section  3.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  two  and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

known  as  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  2.  Section  seventy-two  of  said  chapter  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "ten,"  in  the  second  line,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word :  —  twelve,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond  in  the 
sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved  by  the  treas- 
urer and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties. 

Section  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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Acts  of  1902,  Chapter  203. 

An  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  Massachusetts  state 
firemen's  association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appro- 
priated, to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  from  the 
ordinary  revenue,  for  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association, 
as  provided  for  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  two. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  19,  1902. 


Acts  of  1903,  Chapter  253. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  appointment  of  the  commissioners  of 
the  firemen's  relief  fund. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  73. 
Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen,  whether  members  of 
said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in  the  performance  of  their 
duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same,  and  for  the 
relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in  the  performance 
of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  determined  by  a  board 
of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  members  of  said  association,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for 
one  year;  and  one  shall  be  appointed  in  July  of  each  year  thereafter 
to  serve  for  the  full  term  of  three  years,  and  two  shall  be  appointed  by 
said  association  in  such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  April  17,  1903. 


Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  171. 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  to  the  Massachusetts 
state  firemen's  association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  paid  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  July,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Associa- 
tion the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  used  by  the  association 
for  the  relief  of  firemen  who  may  be  injured  in  the  performance  of  their 
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duty  at  fires  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from  fires,  and  for  the  relief 
of  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in  the  performance  of  their 
duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  a  board 
of  five  persons,  three  of  whom,  not  members  of  said  association,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  governor,  and  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed 
by  said  association. 

Section  2.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond  in 
the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  with  sureties  ap- 
proved by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 

Section  3.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  two  and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Special  Acts  of  1917,  Chapter  121. 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  to  the  Massachusetts 

state  firemen's  association. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  jollows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  paid  annually,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  July,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association,  the  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  used  by  the 
association  for  the  relief  of  firemen  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  section  seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Revised  Laws, 
as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  and  by  chapter  ninety  of  the  acts 
of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven. 

Section  2.  Section  two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-one 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "thirteen,"  in  the  second  line,  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  sixteen,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  2.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond  in  the 
sum  of  sixteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  with  sureties  approved 
by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties. 

Section  3.  Section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventv-one 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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LEGISLATION. 


Revised  Laws,   Chapter  32,  as  amended  by  Chapter  90,  Acts  of   1911. 

An  Act  making  appeopriations  for  firemen's  relief  fund. 

Section  73.  Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen, 
whether  members  of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from 
the  same,  or  while  engaged  in  company  drills,  when  such  drills  are 
ordered  by  the  chief,  acting  chief  or  board  of  engineers  of  the  fire  de- 
partment, or  required  by  city  or  town  ordinance  or  by  law,  and  for 
the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in  the  perform- 
ance of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  determined  by 
a  board  of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  members  of  said  associa- 
tion, shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July  of  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years  and 
one  for  one  year;  and  one  shall  be  appointed  in  July  of  each  year 
thereafter  to  serve  for  the  full  term  of  three  years,  and  two  shall  be 
appointed  by  said  association  in  such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to 
time  determine. 

Section  74.  Officers  and  members  in  active  service  in  all  incor- 
porated protective  departments  co-operating  with  fire  departments, 
and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a  town  having  no 
organized  fire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  thereof. 

Section  77.  If  a  fireman  in  a  regularly  organized  fire  department 
of  a  city  or  town,  or  any  officer  or  member  in  active  service  of  any  in- 
corporated protective  department  acting  in  concert  with  fire  depart- 
ments, or  a  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request  or  by  the  order  of 
the  authorities  of  a  town  which  has  no  organized  fire  department,  or 
a  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  such  town,  is  killed,  or 
dies  within  sixty  days  from  injuries  received,  while  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties,  and  his  death  is  certified  by  the  city  or  town  clerk  and 
the  attending  physician  or  medical  examiner  to  the  treasurer  and  re- 
ceiver general,  he  shall  pay  to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  such 
fireman,  out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  com- 
panies doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  for  the  use  equally  of  his  widow  and  minor  children;  or  if  there 
are  minor  children  but  no  widow,  to  their  use;  or  if  there  is  no  minor 
child,  to  the  use  of  the  widow;  and  if  there  is  no  widow  or  minor 
child,  to  the  use  of  the  next  of  kin  if  dependent  on  such  deceased 
fireman  for  support.  A  child  of  full  age  dependent  upon  such  fireman 
for  support  shall  be  regarded  as  a  minor  child. 
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General  Acts  of  1918,  Chapter  81. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  disbursement  of  state  aid  for  the  relief 
of  firemen  and  their  dependents. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars  may  annually  be 
paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth  for  the  purpose  of  fur- 
nishing relief  to  firemen  and  their  dependents,  designated  in  section 
seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended 
by  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  three  and  by  chapter  ninety  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
eleven,  and  in  section  seventy-four  of  said  chapter  thirty-two,  as  en- 
titled to  participate  in  the  benefits  of  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund  of 
Massachusetts,  heretofore  provided  by  section  one  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Special  Acts  of  i  ineteen  hundred  and 
seventeen.  The  said  sum  shall  be  in  substitution  for  the  annual  pay- 
ment to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Associa- 
tion constituting  said  relief  fund,  but  payments  from  the  treasury 
on  account  of  said  relief  shall  nevertheless  be  determined  in  manner 
and  amount,  on  properly  approved  vouchers  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  claims  against  the  commonwealth,  by  the  board  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  said  section  seventy-three  of  said  chapter  thirty-two 
and  amendments  thereof,  known  as  the  commissioners  of  the  firemen's 
relief  fund,  who  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Commissioners  on 
Firemen's  Relief.  Five  hundred  doUars  of  the  amount  hereby  au- 
thorized may  be  expended  for  the  traveUing  and  incidental  expenses 
of  said  board. 

Section  2.  Sections  seventy-one,  seventy-two,  seventy-five  and 
seventy-six  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Revised  Laws,  section  two 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  six,  and  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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LEGISLATION. 


Revised  Laws,  Chapter  32,  as  amended  by  Chapter  90,  Acts  of  1911. 
An  Act  making  Appropriations  for  Firemen's  Relief  Fund. 

Section  73.  Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen, 
whether  members  of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from 
the  same,  or  while  engaged  in  company  drills,  when  such  drills  are 
ordered  by  the  chief,  acting  chief  or  board  of  engineers  of  the  fire  de- 
partment, or  required  by  city  or  town  ordinance  or  by  law,  and  for 
the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in  the  perform- 
ance of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  determined  by 
a  board  of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  members  of  said  associa- 
tion, shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July  of  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years  and 
one  for  one  year;  and  one  shall  be  appointed  in  July  of  each  year 
thereafter  to  serve  for  the  full  term  of  three  years,  and  two  shall  be 
appointed  by  said  association  in  such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to 
time  determine. 

Section  74.  Officers  and  members  in  active  service  in  all  incor- 
porated protective  departments  co-operating  with  fire  departments, 
and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a  town  having  no 
organized  fire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  thereof. 

Section  77.  If  a  fireman  in  a  regularly  organized  fire  department 
of  a  city  or  town,  or  any  officer  or  member  in  active  service  of  any  in- 
corporated protective  department  acting  in  concert  with  fire  depart- 
ments, or  a  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request  or  by  the  order  of 
the  authorities  of  a  town  which  has  no  organized  fire  department,  or 
a  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  such  town,  is  killed,  or 
dies  within  sixty  clays  from  injuries  received,  while  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties,  and  his  death  is  certified  by  the  city  or  town  clerk  and 
the  attending  physician  or  medical  examiner  to  the  treasurer  and  re- 
ceiver general,  he  shall  pay  to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  such 
fireman,  out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  com- 
panies doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  for  the  use  equally  of  his  widow  and  minor  chil- 
dren; or  if  there  are  minor  children  but  no  widow,  to  their  use;  or  if 
there  is  no  minor  child,  to  the  use  of  the  widow;  and  if  there  is  no 
widow  or  minor  child,  to  the  use  of  the  next  of  kin  if  dependent  on 
such  deceased  fireman  for  support.  A  child  of  full  age  dependent  upon 
such  fireman  for  support  shall  be  regarded  as  a  minor  child. 
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Genehal  Acts  of  1918,  Chapter  81. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Disbursement  of  State  Aid  for  the 
Relief  of  Firemen  and  their  Dependents. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  The  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars  may  annually  be 
paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth  for  the  purpose  of  fur- 
nishing relief  to  firemen  and  their  dependents,  designated  in  section 
seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended 
by  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  three  and  by  chapter  ninety  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
eleven,  and  in  section  seventy-four  of  said  chapter  thirty-two,  as  en- 
titled to  participate  in  the  benefits  of  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund  of 
Massachusetts,  heretofore  provided  by  section  one  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Special  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventeen.  The  said  sum  shall  be  in  substitution  for  the  annual  pay- 
ment to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Associa- 
tion constituting  said  relief  fund,  but  payments  from  the  treasury 
on  account  of  said  relief  shall  nevertheless  be  determined  in  manner 
and  amount,  on  properly  approved  vouchers  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  claims  against  the  commonwealth,  by  the  board  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  said  section  seventy-three  of  said  chapter  thirty-two 
and  amendments  thereof,  known  as  the  commissioners  of  the  firemen's 
relief  fund,  who  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Commissioners  on 
Firemen's  Relief.  Five  hundred  dollars  of  the  amount  hereby  au- 
thorized may  be  expended  for  the  travelling  and  incidental  expenses 
of  said  board. 

Section  2.  Sections  seventy-one,  seventy-two,  seventy-five  and 
seventy-six  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Revised  Laws,  section  two 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  six,  and  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Approved 
March  20,  1918. 

General  Acts  of  1919,  Chapter  350. 

An  Act  to  organize  in  Departments  the  Executive  and  Adminis- 
trative Functions  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  30.  The  commissioners  on  firemen's  relief,  existing  under 
authority  of  section  seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws,  as  amended,  and  of  section  one  of  chapter  eighty-one  of  the 
General  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  are  hereby  placed  and 
shall  hereafter  serve  in  the  department  of  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
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general.  They  shall  continue  to  exercise  their  functions  as  heretofore, 
except  that  they  shall  hereafter  consist  of  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general,  two  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  council,  and  two  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association.  ■  Of  those  first  appointed 
by  the  governor  and  by  the  said  association,  respectively,  one  member 
shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  one  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  and  thereafter  the  said  members  shall  be  appointed  for  terms 
of  two  years.  Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  in  the 
manner  of  the  original  appointment.  The  present  commissioners  shall 
hold  office  until  this  act  takes  effect  and  until  the  new  commissioners 
are  appointed  and  qualified.     [Approved  July  23,  1919.

Section  73.  Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen, 
whether  members  of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from 
the  same,  or  while  engaged  in  company  drills,  when  such  drills  are 
ordered  by  the  chief,  acting  chief  or  board  of  engineers  of  the  fire  de- 
partment, or  required  by  city  or  town  ordinance  or  by  law,  and  for 
the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in  the  perform- 
ance of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  determined  by 
a  board  of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  members  of  said  associa- 
tion, shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July  of  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years  and 
one  for  one  year;  and  one  shall  be  appointed  in  July  of  each  year 
thereafter  to  serve  for  the  full  term  of  three  years,  and  two  shall  be 
appointed  by  said  association  in  such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to 
time  determine. 

Section  74.  Officers  and  members  in  active  service  in  all  incor- 
porated protective  departments  co-operating  with  fire  departments, 
and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a  town  having  no 
organized  fire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  thereof. 

Section  77.  If  a  fireman  in  a  regularly  organized  fire  department 
of  a  city  or  town,  or  any  officer  or  member  in  active  service  of  any  in- 
corporated protective  department  acting  in  concert  "with  fire  depart- 
ments, or  a  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request  or  by  the  order  of 
the  authorities  of  a  town  which  has  no  organized  fire  department,  or 
a  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  such  town,  is  killed,  or 
dies  within  sixty  days  from  injuries  received,  while  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties,  and  his  death  is  certified  by  the  city  or  town  clerk  and 
the  attending  physician  or  medical  examiner  to  the  treasurer  and 
receiver  general,  he  shall  pay  to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  such 
fireman,  out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  com- 
panies doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  for  the  use  equally  of  his  widow  and  minor  chil- 
dren; or  if  there  are  minor  children  but  no  widow,  to  their  use;  or 
if  there  is  no  minor  child,  to  the  use  of  the  widow;  and  if  there  is  no 
widow  or  minor  child,  to  the  use  of  the  next  of  kin  if  dependent  on 
such  deceased  fireman  for  support.  A  child  of  full  age  dependent  upon 
such  fireman  for  support  shall  be  regarded  as  a  minor  child. 
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General  Acts  of  1918,  Chapter  81. 

An  Act  pelative  to  the  Disbursement  op  State  Aid  for  the 
Relief  of  Firemen  and  their  Dependents. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  asfolloivs: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars  may  annually 
be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  relief  to  firemen  and  their  dependents,  designated  in  section 
•seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended 
by  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  three  and  by  chapter  ninety  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
eleven,  and  in  section  seventy-four  of  said  chapter  thirty-two,  as 
entitled  to  participate  in  the  benefits  of  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund  of 
Massachusetts,  heretofore  provided  by  section  one  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Special  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventeen.  The  said  sum  shall  be  in  substitution  for  the  annual  pay- 
ment to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Associa- 
tion constituting  said  relief  fund,  but  payments  from  the  treasury 
on  account  of  said  relief  shall  nevertheless  be  determined  in  manner 
and  amount,  on  properly  approved  vouchers  in  the  same  mariner  as 
other  claims  against  the  commonwealth,  by  the  board  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  said  section  seventy-three  of  said  chapter  thirty-two 
and  amendments  thereof,  known  as  the  commissioners  of  the  firemen's 
relief  fund,  who  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Commissioners  on 
Firemen's  Relief.  Five  hundred  dollars  of  the  amount  hereby  author- 
ized may  be  expended  for  the  travelling  and  incidental  expenses  of 
said  board. 

Section  2.  Sections  seventy-one,  seventy-two,  seventy-five  and 
seventy-six  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Revised  Laws,  section  two 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  six,  and  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Approved 
March  20,  1918. 

General  Acts  of  1919,  Chapter  350. 

.An  Act  to  organize  in  Departments  the  Executive  and  Adminis- 
trative Functions  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  30.  The  commissioners  on  firemen's  rehef,  existing  under 
authority  of  section  seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws,  as  amended,  and  of  section  one  of  chapter  eighty-one  of  the 
General  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  are  hereby  placed  and 
shall  hereafter  serve  in  the  department  of  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
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general.  Tbe}r  shall  continue  to  exercise  their  functions  as  heretofore, 
except  that  they  shall  hereafter  consist  of  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general,  two  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  council,  and  two  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association.  Of  those  first  appointed 
by  the  governor  and  bjr  the  said  association,  respectively,  one  member 
shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  one  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  and  thereafter  the  said  members  shall  be  appointed  for  terms 
of  two  years.  Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  in  the 
manner  of  the  original  appointment.  The  present  commissioners  shall 
hold  office  until  this  act  takes  effect  and  until  the  new  commissioners 
are  appointed  and  qualified.     [Approved  July  23,  1919.

Revised  Laws,  Chapter  32,  as  amended  by  Chapter  90,  Acts  of  1911. 
An  Act  making  Appropriations  for  Firemen's  Relief  Fund. 

Section  73.  Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen, 
whether  members  of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from 
the  same,  or  while  engaged  in  company  drills,  when  such  drills  are 
ordered  by  the  chief,  acting  chief  or  board  of  engineers  of  the  fire  de- 
partment, or  required  by  city  or  town  ordinance  or  by  law,  and  for 
the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in  the  perform- 
ance of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  determined  by 
a  board  of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  members  of  said  associa- 
tion, shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July  of  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years  and 
one  for  one  year;  and  one  shall  be  appointed  in  July  of  each  year 
thereafter  to  serve  for  the  full  term  of  three  years,  and  two  shall  be 
appointed  by  said  association  in  such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to 
time  determine. 

Section  74.  Officers  and  members  in  active  service  in  all  incor- 
porated protective  departments  co-operating  with  fire  departments, 
and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a  town  having  no 
organized  fire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  thereof. 

Section  77. .  If  a  fireman  in  a  regularly  organized  fire  department 
of  a  city  or  town,  or  any  officer  or  member  in  active  service  of  any  in- 
corporated protective  department  acting  in  concert  with  fire  depart- 
ments, or  a  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request  or  by  the  order  of 
the  authorities  of  a  town  which  has  no  organized  fire  department,  or 
a  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  such  town,  is  killed,  or 
dies  within  sixty  daj^s  from  injuries  received,  while  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties,  and  his  death  is  certified  by  the  city  or  town  clerk  and 
the  attending  physician  or  medical  examiner  to  the  treasurer  and 
receiver  general,  he  shall  pay  to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  such 
fireman,  out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  com- 
panies doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  for  the  use  equally  of  his  widow  and  minor  chil- 
dren; or  if  there  are  minor  children  but  no  widow,  to  their  use;  or 
if  there  is  no  minor  child,  to  the  use  of  the  widow;  and  if  there  is  no 
widow  or  minor  child,  to  the  use  of  the  next  of  kin  if  dependent  on 
such  deceased  fireman  for  support.  A  child  of  full  age  dependent  upon 
such  fireman  for  support  shall  be  regarded  as  a  minor  child. 
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General  Acts  of  1918,  Chapter  81. 

An  Act  kelattve  to  the  Disbursement  of  State  Aid  for    the 
Relief  of  Firemen  and  their  Dependents. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars  may  annually 
be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  relief  to  firemen  and  their  dependents,  designated  in  section 
seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended 
by  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  three  and  by  chapter  ninety  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
eleven,  and  in  section  seventy-four  of  said  chapter  thirty-two,  as 
entitled  to  participate  in  the  benefits  of  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund  of 
Massachusetts,  heretofore  provided  by  section  one  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Special  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventeen.  The  said  sum  shall  be  in  substitution  for  the  annual  pay- 
ment to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Associa- 
tion constituting  said  relief  fund,  but  payments  from  the  treasury 
on  account  of  said  relief  shall  nevertheless  be  determined  in  manner 
and  amount,  on  properly  approved  vouchers  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  claims  against  the  commonwealth,  by  the  board  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  said  section  seventy-three  of  said  chapter  thirty-two 
and  amendments  thereof,  known  as  the  commissioners  of  the  firemen's 
relief  fund,  who  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Commissioners  on 
Firemen's  Relief.  Five  hundred  dollars  of  the  amount  hereby  author- 
ized may  be  expended  for  the  travelling  and  incidental  expenses  of 
said  board. 

Section  2.  Sections  seventy-one,  seventy-two,  seventy-five  and 
seventy-six  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Revised  Laws,  section  two 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  six,  and  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Approved 
March  20,  1918. 

General  Acts  of  1919,  Chapter  350. 

An  Act  to  organize  ln  Departments  the  Executive  and  Adminis- 
trative Functions  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  30.  The  commissioners  on  firemen's  relief,  existing  under 
authority  of  section  seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws,  as  amended,  and  of  section  one  of  chapter  eighty-one  of  the 
General  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  are  hereby  placed  and 
shall  hereafter  serve  in  the  department  of  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
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general.  They  shall  continue  to  exercise  their  functions  as  heretofore, 
except  that  they  shall  hereafter  consist  of  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general,  two  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  council,  and  two  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association.  Of  those  first  appointed 
by  the  governor  and  by  the  said  association,  respectively,  one  member 
shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  one  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  and  thereafter  the  said  members  shall  be  appointed  for  terms 
of  two  years.  Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  in  the 
manner  of  the  original  appointment.  The  present  commissioners  shall 
hold  office  until  this  act  takes  effect  and  until  the  new  commissioners 
are  appointed  and  qualified.     [Approved  July  28,  1919.

General  Laws,  Chapter  10.'  

Commissioners  on  Firemen's  Relief. 

•  Section  21.  There  shall  be  a  board  to  be  known  as  the  commissioners  on 
firemen's  relief  serving  in  the  department  and  consisting  of  the  state  treasurer, 
ex  officio,  two  members  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  and  two  members  appointed  by  the  Massachusetts  state  firemen's 
association.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  an  appointive  member, 
his  successor  shall  be  appointed  as  aforesaid  for  two  years.  Any  vacancy  existing 
shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  in  the  manner  of  the  original  appointment. 

General  Laws,  Chapter  48. . 
Firemen's  Relief. 

Section  81.  The  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars  may  be  paid  annually, 
from  the  state  treasury  to  furnish  relief  to  firemen  injured  in  the  performance  of 
their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  thereto  or  returning  therefrom,  or  while  engaged  in 
company  drills,  when  such  drills  are  ordered  by  the  chief,  acting  chief  or  board  of 
engineers  of  the  fire  department,  or  required  by  city  ordinance  or  town  by-law,  and 
to  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in  the  performance  of  such  duty.  Pay- 
ments on  account  of  said  relief  shall  be  determined  in  manner  and  amount,  on 
properly  approved  vouchers,  by  the  commissioners  on  firemen's  relief ,  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  claims  against  the  commonwealth.  Five  hundred  dollars  of  the 
amount  hereby  authorized  may  be  expended  for  the  traveling  and  incidental  ex- 
penses of  said  commissioners. 

Section  82.  Any  officer  or  member  in  active  service  in  an  incorporated  pro- 
tective department  co-operating  with  a  fire  department,  and  any  person  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a  town  having  no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  provided  by  the  preceding  section. 

Section  83.  If  a  person  entitled  under  either  of  the  two  preceding  sections  to 
the  benefits  provided  in  section  eighty-one  is  killed,  or  dies  within  sixty  days  from 
injuries  received,  while  in  the  performance  of  duties  entitling  him  to  such  benefits, 
and  his  death  is  certified  to  the  state  comptroller  by  the  town  clerk  and  the  attend- 
ing physician  or  medical  examiner,  the  state  comptroller  shall  certify  for  payment 
to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  such  person,  out  of  the  appropriation  annually 
made  for  the  purpose,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  for  the  use  equally 
of  his  widow  and  minor  children;  or  if  there  are  minor  children  but  no  widow,  to 
their  use;  or  if  there  is  no  minor  child,  to  the  use  of  the  widow;  and  if  there  is  no 
widow  or  minor  child,  to  the  use  of  the  next  of  kin  if  dependent  on  such  deceased 
person  for  support.  A  child  of  full  age  dependent  upon  such  person  for  support 
shall  be  regarded  as  a  minor  child.

LEGISLATION 

General  Laws,  Chapter  10 

Commissioners  of  Firemen's  Relief 

Section  21.    There  shall  be  a  board  to  be  known  as  the  commissioners 

on  firemen's  relief  serving  in  the  department  and  consisting  of  the  state 

treasurer,  ex  officio,  two  members  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the 

advice  and  consent  of  the  council  and  two  members  appointed  by  the 

Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association.    Upon  the  expiration  of  the 

term  of  office  of  an  appointive  member,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed 

as  aforesaid  for  two  years.    Any  vacancy  existing  shall  be  filled  for  the 

unexpired  term  in  the  manner  of  the  original  appointment. 

General  Laws,  Chapter  48 
Firemen's  Relief 
Section  81.  The  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars  may  be  paid  an- 
nually from  the  state  treasury  to  furnish  relief  to  firemen  injured  in  the 
performance  of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  going  thereto  or  returning  there- 
from or  while  engaged  in  company  drills,  when  such  drills  are  ordered 
by  the  chief,  acting  chief  or  board  of  engineers  of  the  fire  department,  or 
required  by  city  ordinance  or  town  by-law.  Payments  on  account  of  said 
relief  shall  be  determined  in  manner  and  amount,  on  properly  approved 
vouchers,  by  the  commissioners  on  firemen's  relief,  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  claims  against  the  Commonwealth.  Five  hundred  dollars  of  the 
amount  hereby  authorized  may  be  expended  for  the  traveling  and  inci- 
dental expenses  of  said  commissioners. 

Section  82.  Any  officer  or  member  in  active  service  in  an  incorpor- 
ated protective  department  co-operating  with  a  fire  department  and  any 
person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a  town  having  no  organized 
fire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  provided  by  the  preceding 
section.

Commissioners  on  Firemen's  Relief 
Section  21.     There  shall  be  a  board  to  be  known  as  the  commissioners  on 
firemen's  relief  serving  in  the  department  and  consisting  of  the  state  treas- 
urer, ex  officio,  two  members  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  council  and  two  members  appointed  by  the  Massachusetts  State 
Firemen's   Association.

General  Laws,  Chapter  48 
Firemen's  Relief 
Section  81.  The  sum  of  seventeen  thousand  four  hundred  eighty  six  dollars 
and  twenty  seven  cents  may  be  paid  annually  from  the  state  treasury  to 
furnish  relief  to  firemen  injured  in  the  performance  of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or 
going  thereto  or  returning  therefrom  or  while  engaged  in  company  drills, 
when  such  drills  are  ordered  by  the  chief,  acting  chief  or  board  of  engineers 
of  the  fire  department,  or  required  by  city  ordinance  or  town  by-law.  Pay- 
ments on  account  of  said  relief  shall  be  determined  in  manner  and  amount, 
on  properly  approved  vouchers,  by  the  commissioners  on  firemen's  relief,  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  claims  against  the  Commonwealth.  Three  hundred 
eighty  six  dollars  and  twenty  seven  cents  of  the  amount  hereby  authorized 
may  be  expended  for  the  traveling  and  incidental  expenses  of  said  commis- 
sioners. 

Section  82.  Any  officer  or  member  in  active  service  in  an  incorporated 
protective  department  co-operating  with  a  fire  department  and  any  person 
performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a  town  having  no  organized  fire 
department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  provided  by  the  preceding  section.
